Typing Students 


All Types of Garments Are Needed |Get Gregg Awards 


“What can you spare that they 
can wear’ is the slogan for the 
United National Clothing Collec- 
tion for the month of *April. 
Practically every type of cloth- 
ing made is needed for this col- 
lection. Infants’ garments, men’s 
and boys’ garments of all types; 
women and girls’ garments of all 
types; hats and knitted head- 
wear, BUT NOT WOMEN’S 
HATS, DRESS HATS, or DER- 
BIES; all types of bedding, shoes, 
BUT NOT HIGH HEELS, OPEN 
TOES OR BACKS, NOVELTY 
SHOES OR EVENING SLIP- 
PERS, and piece goods and usable 
remnants of all types of cloth 
one yard or more in length. 

‘ During this drive 150 million 
pounds of-clothing must be col- 
lected. It will be distributed to 


the needy people of Europe. Do- 
nations cannot be» specified to 
what country the giver wants 
them sent, but rather they will 
be. sent to the country needing 
them most. The Far East will be 
included also. 

Throughout the war-torn areas 
clothing is very scarce or, if there 
is any, it is threadbare. A total of 
125 million people are in the lib- 
erated or to-be-liberated areas of 
Europe. Of this number 30 mil- 
lions are children. Because of 
the demands of the armed forces 
and civilian needs, manufacture 
of clothing in the United States 
and elsewhere has not been ade- 
quate to supply the demands of 
these distressed people. This 
means that the men, women and

‘English ‘A’ Exam | 


Given on May 13 


On May 13, at one o’clock, the 
Subject “A” examination will be 
given to all high school gradu- 
ates of this vicinity, or those 
about to graduate, who wish to 
qualify for the college English 
courses, and also to any junior 
college student who has not yet 
taken the exam and wishes to do 
so. In this way, all students who 
pass the exam will be able to 
take English 1A or 1B without 
first taking English “A” in col- 
lege. 

This test will be given at Jay- 
see by Mr. John Murrin, who has 
been appointed by the university 
as official examiner. It will be 
a three-hour test. The examina- 
tion papers are sent to the uni- 
versity to be corrected, and a 
card showing the results of the 
exam are returned to the stu- 
dent by mail sometime in July. 
This card should be kept by the 
student to prove that he has 
passed the exam. 

High school graduates, or those 
about to graduate, must present 
certificates of graduation to the 
examiner before being permitted 
to take the examination. Stu- 
dents failing the examination 
must take Subject “A” before 
going on to college English.
